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WELBY  BANNED  IN  BOSTON 


AND  PHILADELPHIA

BOSTON  (GCN)-The  massive  gay  pro¬ 
test  of  the  “Marcus  Welby,  M.D.”  episode 
“The  Outrage”  has  forced  cancellation  of 
the  program  in  Boston  and  Philadelphia. 
Network  affiliates  WCVB  and  WPVI  an¬ 
nounced  in  separate  decisions  that  they 
would  not  air  the  controversial  program, 
giving  a  major  boost  to  the  hopes  for  a  na¬ 
tional  cancellation. 

In  New  York,  the  National  Gay  Task 
Force  has  learned  that  two  more  national 
advertisers  have  withdrawn  from  the  pro¬ 
gram.  Sterling  Drug  (Bayer  Aspirin)  and 
G^illo  Wine  cancelled  their  commercials 
after  being  shown  the  strength  of  the  na¬ 
tional  gay  protest. 

In  Boston,  the  program  was  shown  to 
representatives  of  the  gay  community  on 
Tuesday.  Sept.  24.  Following  the  viewing, 
the  group  discussed  its  complaints  against 
the  program  with  Paul  Rich,  Public  Rela¬ 


tions  Director  for  Channel  5.  The  program 
was  screened  for  top  station  executives  on 
Thursday  and  the  cancellation  was  an¬ 
nounced  Friday  morning. 

Robert  Bennett,  General  Manager  of  the 
station,  contacted  Loretta  Lotman  of  Gay 
Media  Action  and  explained  that  he  thought 
the  material  on  the  program  was  “not  treat¬ 
ed  objectively.”  While  Bennett  claimed  that 
he  had  not  been  forced  into  the  decision  by 
“pressure  groups”  and  said  he  was  thankful 
the  gay  community  had  “pointed  out  a  po¬ 
tentially  difficult  program,”  the  numbers 
of  letters  and  phone  calls  received  by 
WCVB  surely  played  a  large  part  in  the  can¬ 
cellation  decision. 

Ms.  Lotman  hailed  the  decision  as  a 
major  breakthrough  in:the  fight  for  gay 
power.  “For  the  first  time,”  she  said,  “we’re 
finding  out  that  we  have  a  hell  of  a  lot  of 
power,  a  loud  voice  and  we  don’t  have  to

Sargent,  Dukakis  Battle  for  Gay  Votes 


against  nature”  and  “unnatural  and  lascivi¬

BOSTON  (GCN)  —  Massachusetts  Gov¬ 
ernor  Francis  W.  Sargent  last  week  launch¬ 
ed  an  all-out  effort  to  “out-gay”  his  Demo¬ 
cratic  opponent,  Michael  Dukakis,  by  out¬ 
lining  in  detail  his  positions  regarding  cer¬ 
tain  gay  rights  legislation  that  will  be  filed 
for  next  year.  It  had  been  generally  as¬ 
sumed  that  Sargent  would  not  address  him¬ 
self  to  the  issue  during  the  campaign  against 
Dukakis,  who  has  taken  the  same  positions 
and  has  been  endorsed  by  Americans  for 
Democratic  Action  (ADA)  and  Citizens  for 
Participation  in  Political  Action  (CPPAX), 
two  organizations  which  traditionally  spon¬ 
sor  such  legislation. 

In  a  letter  to  Robert  Dow,  president  of 
the  Homophile  Union  of  Boston  (HUB), 
Gov.  Sargent  stated,  “.  .  .  discrimination 
against  individuals,  whether  through  stig¬ 
matizing  law,  institutionalized  prejudice, 
or  other  unfair  employment,  housing,  and 
other  practices  is  wrong  and  should  be  elim¬ 
inated  by  law.”  Specifically,  Sargent  stated 
that  he  supports  the  amending  of  the 
state’s  General  Laws  to  outlaw  discrimina¬ 
tion  on  the  basis  of  sexual  preference  in 
employment,  union  membership,  housing, 
public  accommodations,  and  insurance. 

Regarding  revision  of  the  state’s  crim¬ 
inal  code,  the  Governor  said  that  he  sup¬ 
ports  repeal  of  Sections  34  and  35  of 
•Chapter  272,  which  outlaw  “the  crime 


ous  acts.”  He  did  not,  however,  address 
himself  to  Sections  16  and  18  of  Chapter 
272,  which  outlaw  “lascivious  cohabita¬ 
tion”  and  “fornication.”  (Dukakis  has 
stated  that  he  supports  repeal  of  all  four.) 

However,  since  all  four  sections  have 
traditionally  been  included  within  the 
same  legislation,  this  omission  is  seen  as 
more  of  an  accident  than  a  deliberate  error 
on  Sargent’s  part.  He  said,  “I  strongly  be¬ 
lieve,  in  this  matter  as  well  as  many  others, 
there  is  a  private  sphere  of  individual  be¬ 
havior  which  it  is  not  appropriate  or  prac¬ 
tical  for  the  state  to  attempt  to  regulate.” 

Sargent  said,  though,  “I  strongly  dis¬ 
agree  with  legislation  reducing  the  age  of 
sexual  consent  from  21  to  16,”  saying  that 
he  did  not  think  the  age  of  16  is  an  ap¬ 
propriate  age  to  be  recognized  as  the  age  of 
sexual  consent.  The  matter  is  currently 
being  debated  as  part  of  the  general  revision 
of  the  state’s  criminal  code,  known  as 
S.200,  which  is  being  reviewed  by  the  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  Bar  Association. 

Sargent  did  not  elaborate  on  how  he  will 
work  for  or  support  this  legislation  as  Gov¬ 
ernor  if  re-elected.  He  said  that  these 
“tactics  remain  to  be  determined  during  the 
next  session  of  the  legislature,”  but  openly 
stated  that  he  would  sign  the  bills  if  they 
were  to  come  to  his  desk.  He  concluded  by 
saying,  “. .  .  the  rights  and  opportunities  of 


all  members  of  our  society  are  diminished 
if  the  rights  and  opportunities  of  any  indi¬ 
vidual  or  segment  of  society  are  dimin¬ 
ished.” 


Incumbent  Governor  Francis  Sargent, 
Republican  nominee. 


The  Governor’s  statement  was  a  surprise 
to  most  people,  even  to  some  of  his  own 
supporters  who  were  voting  for  Sargent  this 
year  because  they  felt  that  Dukakis  was 
“too  radical.”  Sargent  had  written  a  letter 


to  Rep.  Barney  Frank  on  June  14,  and  at 
that  time  said  that  he  would  “take  no  posi¬ 
tion”  on  the  bills.  Commenting  on  the  Gov¬ 
ernor’s  remarks,  Rep.  Frank  said,  “This 
shows  what  can  happen  when  you  apply 
the  right  pressure.  When  Sargent  saw  the 
top  Democratic  winners-Dukakis,  O’Neill 
and  Guzzi-all  had  supported  gay  rights,  he 
knew  he’d  have  to  move.”  Frank  has  en¬ 
dorsed  Dukakis  for  Governor. 

Sargent  now  stands  with  Donald  Gur- 
witz,  the  Socialist  Workers  Party  candidate 
for  Governor,  and  Democratic  nominee 
Dukakis  insofar  as  his  positions  on  these 
particular  legislative  issues  go.  The  official 
SWP  position  is,  “We  demand  the  repeal  of 
all  legislation  against  gay  people,  and  de¬ 
mand  the  enactment  of  legislation  prohibit¬ 
ing  discrimination  against  gay  people  in 
public  accommodations,  housing,  employ¬ 
ment,  and  all  other  spheres  of  social  life.” 
(Taken  from  SWP  platform  on  civil  liber¬ 
ties,  as  reported  by  CPPAX.) 

The  Dukakis  camp  retorted  angrily  to 
Sargent’s  remarks,  terming  them  a  “Sargent- 
come-lately”  approach  to  the  issue.  One 
aide  pointed  out  that  Dukakis  had  answer¬ 
ed  CPPAX  and  ADA  favorably  on  the  issue 
as  far  back  as  April,  while  Sargent  ignored 
the  question.  “1  don’t  think  the  gay  people 
will  buy  it,”  he  said.  An  additional  Dukakis 
statement  is  forthcoming.

Maine  Activities

BANGOR  (GCN)  -  Gay  Support  and 
Action,  Maine’s  largest  homophile  organi¬ 
zation,  has  resumed  its  fall  schedule  with 
two  September  dances,  both  termed  “high¬ 
ly  successful,”  Despite  what  was  called  “an 
exceptionally  poor  response”  to  a  mail 
fund-raising  drive,  a  lease  has  been  signed 
for  new  headquarters  at  23  Franklin  St.  in 
Bangor.  Activities  planned  for  the  winter 
include  a  gay  pride  weekend,  a  gay  infor¬ 
mation  week,  workshops,  legal  incorpora¬ 
tion,  and  lobbying  activities  in  the  state 
capital,  Augusta.  Some  of  the  events  will 
be  held  in  cooperation  with  the  nearby 
Wilde-Stein  Club.  Don  Perry  has  been  elect¬ 
ed  Chairperson  of  GSA,  succeeding  Vic 
van  der  Heyden,  who  has  moved  away  from 
the  area. 


ORONO  (GCN)  -  A  gay  organization  at 
the  University  of  Maine,  the  Wilde-Stein 
Club,  has  attracted  national  attention  again. 
In  a  recent  election,  three  of  the  club’s 
leading  gay  activists  were  elected  to  the 
Student  Senate.  Karen  Bye,  Steve  Bull  and 
John  Frank  won  without  difficulty,  caus¬ 
ing  one  campus  observer  to  note  that  “the 
Tuesday  night  Senate  meetings  will  never 
be  the  same.”  The  newly  founded  Wilde- 
Stein  Club,  despite  opposition  from  many 
of  the  state’s  legislators  and  clergy,  has  al¬ 
ready  initiated  Maine’s  first  gay  conference. 
In  addition,  the  gay  campus  organization 
has  won  student  funding  and  a  lounge  in 
the  Student  Union.  Club  members  have 
planned  further  goals.  John  Frank  and 
Karen  Bye  will  teach  an  Abenaki  Free  Col¬ 
lege  course  entitled  “Faggotry.”  The  cam¬ 
pus  radio  station,  WMEB,  will  host  a  con¬ 
tinuing  gay  radio  program.  And  a  peer 
counselling  program  will  be  started  in  each 
of  the  40  dormitories.  Also,  meetings  with 
head  residents  and  resident  assistants  will 
be  resumed  this  term,  in  conjunction  with 
a  program  begun  last  year  with  the  help  of 
the  Dean  of  Residential  Life.  That  program 
was  so  well  received,  that  a  Unitarian  film¬ 
strip  on  homosexuality-used  as  a  visual 
aid— was  worn  out  and  had  to  be  replaced. 
But  other  university  departments  have  been 
cooperative  as  well.  This  week,  a  gay  con¬ 
sciousness-raising  group,  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Student  Health  Service,  was  reacti¬ 
vated.  And  the  library  has  again  expressed 
interest  in  another  exhibit  of  gay  literature.

BANGOR  (GCN)  —  The  manager  of  a 
Bangor  television  station  has  discussed  the 
airing  of  a  controversial  “Marcus  Welby, 
M.D.”  episode  with  groups  protesting  the 
proposed  broadcast  of  the  program.  Rob¬ 
ert  Gilbertson  of  WEMT-TV  informed  the 
groups  that  his  station  cannot  remove  the 
program  “because  of  the  objection  of  one 
group  of  viewers,”  and  that  he  has  been 
“assured  by  ABC  officials  in  New  York  that 
the  program  (in  question)  is  in  no  way  of¬ 
fensive.”  WEMT  facilities  would  transmit 
the  Welby  installment,  “The  Outrage,” 
dealing  with  the  rape  of  a  teenage  boy  by 
his  teacher,  to  most  of  eastern  Canada.

EDINBURGH,  Scotland  (GCN)-Details 
have  been  announced  for  the  proposed 
agenda  of  the  International  Gay  Rights  Con¬ 
gress.  The  Congress,  to  take  place  Dec.  18- 
22,  1974,  in  Edinburgh,  is  expected  to  at¬ 
tract  over  500  delegates  from  around  the 
world.  In  a  letter  to  GCN  News  Editor 
Ellen  B.  Davis,  Congress  Organizer  Derek 
Ogg  asked  that  GCN  readers  comment  on 
the  proposed  agenda.  Among  the  topics  are 
discussions  of  national  and  international 
laws,  the  status  of  gay  women,  the  needs  of 
young  and  old  homosexuals,  counselling 
and  befriending,  the  fight  against  persecu¬ 
tion,  and  international  action.  Other  fea¬ 
tures  listed  in  the  “Provisional  Programme 
— E.R.C.  1974”  are  workshops  and  discus¬ 
sion  groups,  including  talks  with  the  parents 
of  gays  from  the  U.S.A.  and  Australia.  In 
addition,  there  will  be  cultural  and  other 
entertainment,  and  social  functions  during 
the  evenings.

GAY  STUDENT  GROUP  AT  M.I.T. 
HOLDS  SUCCESSFUL  DANCE 

CAMBRIDGE,  Mass.  (GCN)-The  Stu¬ 
dent  Homophile  League  of  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Institute  of  Technology  held  its  first 


public  event  of  the  season,  a  dance,  on  Fri¬ 
day  night,  Sept.  27.  The  dance,  held  at  the 
Burton  House  on  Memorial  Drive  in  Cam¬ 
bridge,  was  attended  by  400  men  and  30 
women,  according  to  the  admission  tally. 
Most  of  those  who  went  to  the  dance  were 
college-age.  An  officer  of  the  M.I.T.  gay 
campus  organization,  Harry  Ugol,  explain¬ 
ed  that  “at  M.I.T.,  there  are  4,000  under¬ 
graduates  and  4,000  graduate  students,  of 
which  a  very  sizable  proportion  are  gay.” 
Ugol  said  he  was  “satisfied  with  the  turn¬ 
out”  at  the  dance,  and  added  that  most  of 
the  proceeds  from  the  $  1 .25  admission 
charge  ($1  with  flower)  will  be  used  to  put 
into  operation,  “hopefully  next  month,”  a 
gay  student  lounge  on  campus.  Ugol  says 
that  although  they  need  furniture  and  other 
items  to  open  the  lounge,  they  already  have 
space  provided  for  it.  And  he  said  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  the  lounge  was  to  “provide  a  place 
for  gays  on  campus  to  meet.”  Another  offi¬ 
cer  of  the  M.I.T.  gay  group,  Irv  Englander, 

said  the  presence  of  two  campus  policemen 
at  last  week’s  dance  was  “according  to  col¬ 
lege  rules.”  He  pointed  out  there  was  a 
minor  problem  at  a  similar  function  last 
year,  but  the  “campus  police  handled  it 
nicely.”  There  was  no  such  disturbance  this 
time.  Englander  says  the  M.I.T.  Student 
Homophile  League,  founded  five  years  ago, 
now  has  50  or  60  members.  The  next  pub¬ 
lic  activity  is  scheduled  for  next  spring.

CHARGES  RAISED  OF  ANTI-GAY 
DISCRIMINATION  BY  HOSPITAL 
BOSTON  (GCN)— A  Boston  man  has 
charged  that  a  doctor  at  Peter  Bent  Brig¬ 
ham  Hospital  gave  him  insulting,  patroniz¬ 
ing,  and  unprofessional  treatment.  Robert 
Kramer,  25,  told  GCN  that  he  was  upset  by 
what  happened  to  him  at  the  hospital  on 
Sept.  23.  He  said  that  although  one  doctor 
there  examined  him  without  any  difficul¬ 
ties,  a  second  doctor  called  in  for  consulta¬ 
tion  refused  to  treat  him,  saying  no  proced¬ 


ure  was  indicated.  Kramer  charged  that  the 
second  doctor  breached  the  confidentiality 
of  the  doctor-patient  relationship  by  unne¬ 
cessarily  disclosing  to  others  at  the  clinic 
that  Kramer  was  gay.  And  he  said  the  doc¬ 
tor’s  attitude  was,  “You’re  wasting  my 
time.”  The  following  day,  Kramer  says  he 
complained  about  the  incident  to  a  Surgical 
Clinic  official,  who  was  reportedly  sympa¬ 
thetic  about  the  charges  of  patronizing  and 
unprofessional  conduct,  but  who  refused  to 
reverse  the  medical  opinion.  Kramer  added 
that  he  next  discussed  the  incident  with 
Fengay,  a  group  that  oversees  a  gay  health 
night  at  the  Fenway  Community  Health 
Center,  and  who  referred  him  to  the  hos¬ 
pital.  Kramer  told  GCN  that  Fengay  ad¬ 
vised  him  to  put  his  complaints  in  a  letter  to 
the  hospital  administration.  He  said  the 
basic  cause  of  discrimination  against  gays  in 
medical  treatment  is  the  failure  of  medical 
schools  to  educate  their  students  as  to  the 
specialized  needs  of  minority  groups.

DRAG  QUEENS  SHOWING  UP  IN 
DENVER 

DENVER  (GCN)— Transvestites— men 
dressing  as  women-have  begun  appearing 
at  many  Denver  gay  bars  and  cruising  areas, 
following  the  repeal  of  a  city  ordinance  pro¬ 
hibiting  the  wearing  of  clothes  of  another 
sex  on  city  streets.  That  was  reported  to  the 
Gay  Community  News  this  week  by  a  gay 
Denver  resident.  And  the  State  of  Colo¬ 
rado  has  had  for  about  two  years  a  consen¬ 
sual  sex  law,  permitting  sexual  activities 
between  consenting  adults.  But  recently,  in 
the  community  of  Boulder,  a  controversial 
gay  civil  rights  ordinance  was  defeated  by 
public  referendum.  The  Denver  gay  ex¬ 
plained,  “they’ve  got  a  lot  of  red-necks  down 
there.”  Several  large  U.S.  cities,  among 
them  Detroit  and  San  Francisco,  have  city 
ordinances  forbidding  discrimination  on  the 
basis  of  one’s  sexual  orientation. 


Anti-Gay  Governor  Gears  Up  for  Election 


CONCORD.  N.H.-(GCN)-  New  Hamp¬ 
shire’s  anti-gay  Governor,  Meldrim  Thom¬ 
son  Jr.,  is  gearing  up  his  campaign  for  re- 
election  .to  a  second  two-year  term.  In  the 
September  10th  Republican  gubernatorial 
primary,  Thomson  defeated  three  others 
seeking  the  party’s  nomination.  Governor 
Thomson  is  widely  known  for  his  verbal  at¬ 
tacks  on  gays  and  his  opposition  to  the  Gay 
Students  Organization  on  the  Durham  cam¬ 
pus  of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire, 
including  a  threat  to  cut  off  the  University’s 
multi-million-dollar  budget  if  GSO  activi¬ 
ties  were  not  curtailed.  In  the  primary,  the 
Governor  defeated  his  nearest  opponent, 
state  Senate  President  David  Nixon,  by  a 
4-3  margin.  A  Thomson  campaign  aide,  who 
preferred  that  his  name  not  be  used,  told 
Gay  Community  News  that  the  ultra-con¬ 
servative  Governor  beat  moderate  candidate 
Nixon  by  “a  little  under  10,000  votes.” 

The  same  aide  confessed  that  the  anti-gay 
Governor  “ran  weakly  in  Keene,  Concord, 
and  Portsmouth  as  expected,  because  those 
were  liberal  areas.”  And  he  said  the  big¬ 
gest  factor  in  the  win  was  the  Governor’s 
“stand  on  taxes,”  meaning  opposition  to 
them.  New  Hampshire  is  the  only  state  in 
the  nation  without  a  general  sales  or  income 
tax;  the  operation  of  state  government  is 
financed  heavily  through  the  “sin  taxes”: 
volume  sales  of  low-priced  cigarettes,  the 
sale  of  low-priced  alcoholic  beverages  by 
the  State  Liquor  Store  monopoly,  and 
horse  and  dog  track  revenue.  The  campaign 


aide  did  not  comment  on  the  Governor’s 
anti-gay  crusading  as  a  factor  in  the  primary 
win.  In  the  November  general  election, 
Thomson  faces  considerable  opposition 
from  the  Democratic  candidate,  former 
state  legislator  Richard  Leonard  of  Nashua, 
also  a  conservative.  Most  New  Hampshire 
gays  reportedly  preferred  more  liberal  Demo¬ 
crats  to  Leonard,  although  he  is  not  known 
to  have  made  any  anti-gay  statements. 

Other  top  spots  on  the  November  New 
Hampshire  ballot  will  find  liberal  Democrat 
John  Durkin  running  against  conservative 
Republican  Louis  Wyman  for  the  U.S.  Se¬ 
nate.  Moderate  Democrat  Norm  D’ Amours 
beat  liberal  Sylvia  Chaplain  in  the  first  dis¬ 
trict  Congressional  primary.  In  November, 

D’ Amours  will  face  conservative  Republi¬ 
can  David  Banks.  Political  newcomer  Banks 
has  the  full  support  of  New  Hampshire’s 
only  statewide  newspaper,  the  anti-gay 
Manchester  Union  Leader,  and  its  contro¬ 
versial  publisher  William  Loeb.  This  summer, 
Loeb  was  criticized  by  many  readers,  liberal 
and  conservative  alike,  for  his  tabloid-style, 
front-page  feature  “expose”  series  on  Man¬ 
chester’s  gay  bars.  A  number  of  readers, 
in  published  letters  to  Loeb,  were  against 
the  three-day  series  as  being  in  poor  taste  or 
setting  a  bad  example  for  the  young.  The 
series,  authored  by  R.  Warren  Pease,  showed 
photographs  of  gays  embracing  or  dancing 
inside  one  of  Manchester’s  three  gay  bars, 
and  gave  a  printed  account  of  what  Pease 
described  as  an  “initiation  rite”  by  a  lesbian 
on  an  adolescent  girl. 


NEWPORT,  N.H.— (GCN)-A  top  cam¬ 
paign  organizer  says  the  failure  of  New 
Hampshire  voters  to  nominate  either  Re¬ 
publican  David  Nixon  or  Democrat  Harry 
Spanos  for  Governor  is  due  to  the  Manches¬ 
ter  Union  Leader.  Priscilla  Spanos,  the 
sister-in-law  and  top  campaign  organizer 
of  defeated  candidate  Spanos,  made  the 
charge  in  an  interview  with  the  Gay  Com¬ 
munity  News.  In  an  extremely  close  three- 
way  race,  front-runner  Spanos  was  edged 
out  by  some  2,000  votes  by  Richard  Leo¬ 
nard.  Another  surprise  in  the  Democratic 
gubernatorial  primary  was  the  impressive 
showing  by  state  Representative  Hugh 
Gallen,  who  nearly  equalled  the  Spanos 
vote.  Both  Gallen  and  state  Senate  Vice- 
President  Spanos  are  liberals,  and  both 
had  sharply  criticized  anti-gay  Governor 
Meldrim  Thomson  Jr.  in  their  primary  cam¬ 
paigns.  The  equally  anti-gay  Union  Leader 
backed  Thomson  with  strong  support,  and 
'made  Spanos  the  target  of  insults  and  ' 
'jibes,  including  the  epithet  “Midnight 
Harry.”  In  analyzing  the  primary  election 

results,  Ms.  Spanos  told  GCN,  “We  will 
never  know  if  there  was  any  anti-Greek- 
American  sentiment.”

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BOSTON  GAY  DRAMATIZES  FIGHT 


AGAINST  CANADIAN  IMMIGRATION  LAW

TORONTO,  Ont.  (GCN)— A  gay  activist 
from  Boston,  who  was  deported  from  Can¬ 
ada  for  life  last  month,  had  no  problem 
returning  to  Canada  this  month.  That’s  the 
story  in  the  Toronto  Star  of  Sept.  21,  head¬ 
lined  “Banned  homosexual  sneaks  into  Can¬ 
ada.”  John  Kyper,  26,  a  law  student  at  the 
University  of  Massachusetts,  made  the  un¬ 
lawful  return  to  “dramatize  the  absurdity 
and  injustice  of  those  sections  of  the  (Can¬ 
adian)  Immigration  Act  which  discriminate 
against  homosexuals.”  In  August,  Kyper 
was  deported  from  Canada  while  hitchhik¬ 
ing  to  Toronto.  At  the  customs  station  on 
the  Ontario  side  of  the  Niagara  Falls  Whirl¬ 
pool  Bridge,  he  declared  30  copies  of  Bos¬ 
ton’s  Gay  Community  News,  and  for  that 
reason  was  detained  for  over  two  hours  and 
interrogated  by  Canadian  customs  officers 
about  his  homosexuality.  Then  Kyper  was 
deported  under  Paragraph  5  of  the  Immi¬ 
gration  Act,  which  forbids  homosexuals 
from  entering  Canada,  along  with  prosti¬ 
tutes,  pimps,  chronic  alcoholics,  drug  ad¬ 
dicts  and  traffickers,  subversives,  and  the 
insane.  At  the  time  of  his  deportation,  Ky¬ 
per  was  told  he  could  never  enter  Canada 
again,  and  would  be  subject  to  arrest  if  he 
did. 

But  Kyper  returned  the  weekend  before 
last,  flying  into  Toronoto  International  Air¬ 
port,  dressed  in  a  coat  and  tie.  and  sporting 
a  fresh  haircut.  This  time  he  had  no  trouble 
getting  past  customs.  Sponsored  by  Toronto 
Gay  Alliance  Toward  Equality  (GATE). 
Kyper  spent  three  days  in  the  city  as  an  il¬ 
legal  alien.  For  several  years,  GATE  and 
other  Canadian  gay  groups  have  lobbied  for

a  change  in  the  discriminatory  Immigration 
Act.  In  1966,  a  White  Paper  on  immigra¬ 
tion  had  proposed  the  dropping  of  all  ref¬ 
erences  to  homosexuality.  These  changes 
were  never  enacted,  even  though  the  Omni¬ 
bus  Act  of  1969  legalized  adult  homosexual 
behavior.  In  December,  another  report 
recommending  changes  in  the  Immigration 
Act  is  due. 


Although  Canadian  immigration  officials 
reportedly  maintain  that  the  discriminatory 
act  is  not  enforced,  Kyper  says  his  deporta¬ 
tion  is  proof  that  it  is.  Upon  his  return  to 
Boston,  the  gay  activist  told  Gay  Commun¬ 
ity  News  that  “such  apathy  is  characteristic 
of  federal  officials,  who  have  assumed  that 
gay  oppression  in  Canada  disappeared  with 
the  Omnibus  Act.  During  the  recent  national 
election  campaign,  Prime  Minister  Trudeau 
was  confronted  by  gay  liberationists  at  a 
Liberal  Party  rally,  and  he  snapped:  ‘You 
didn’t  thank  us  in  1969.’  But  of  course, 
these  sections  are  occasionally  enforced. 

Like  the  sex  laws  in  most  American  states. 


York.  Harrington,  whose  Sixth  Congressional 
District  includes  most  of  the  North  Shore 
(from  Lynn  through  Newburyport),  made 
the  announcement  in  a  statement  on  Septem¬ 
ber  23. 

In  making  the  announcement,  Harring¬ 
ton  said  that  discrimination  on  the  basis 
of  sexual  preference  “goes  beyond  the 
bounds  of  legitimate  government  interven¬ 
tion  into  civil  rights.  He  said  that  support¬ 
ing  the  Abzug-Koch  bill,  which  would  anr- 
nrend  the  Civil  Rights  Acts  to  include  the 
term  “sexual  preference,”  would  cause  him 
“no  difficulty.”  Senator  Edward  M.  Kenne¬ 
dy  has  already  indicated  that  he  will  also 
support  the  bill. 

Harrington,  though,  stated  that  the  chan¬ 
ces  for  the  bill’s  passage  are  “not  good  this 
session,”  citing  the  backlog  of  work  that  the 
Judiciary  Committee,  which  must  review 
the  bill,  has,  because  of  the  impeachment 
investigations  and  the  Rockefeller  confir¬ 
mation.  He  said,  however,  that  if  enough 
gay  and  concerned  voters  were  to  write 
Congressman  Peter  Rodino,  Chairman  of 
the  Judiciary  Committee,  Rodino  might  be 
“persuaded  to  complete  action  this  year.” 


they  are  violated  all  of  the  time.  Their  very 
unenforceability  guarantees  that  what  little 
enforcement  is  made  will  be  arbitrary  and 
capricious.”  Kyper  explained  that  “Victims 
are  understandably  reluctant  to  come  for¬ 
ward  with  the  evidence  of  discrimination. 
GATE  knew  of  several  such  incidents.  Now 
it  had  caught  the  government  with  its  pants 
down  ...  the  Star  quoted  an  Immigration 
Department  official  that  my  deportation 
was  the  first  he  had  ever  seen  on  the  grounds 
of  homosexuality.  GATE  then  asked  me  if 
I  would  come  to  Toronto  and  surface.  I 
would  be  confronting  the  Canadian  govern¬ 
ment  with  an  embarrassing  choice:  arrest  or 
deport  me  and  call  even  more  attention  to 
a  stupid  law,  or  ignore  my  illegal  visit.  After 
considering  the  risks,  I  decided  to  go.  I 
really  had  nothing  to  fear  once  I  had  breez-

Attorney  Joseph  P.  Cimino  of  Boston 
has  announced  his  candidacy  for  the  office 
of  State  Representative  from  the  Sixth 
Suffolk  District.

Cimino  says  that  he.  not  Noble,  is  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  “New  Politics.”  He  says 
that  Noble’s  spending  of  over  512,000  is 
indicative  of  the  fact  that  she  is  just  the 
same  old  machine  politics,  big  money  peo¬ 
ple.  Cimino  says  that  he  plans  to  spend  no 
more  than  S7500  in  his  campaign.

BOSTON  (GCN)— Rep.  Barney  Frank 
announced  this  week  that  the  use  of  Bostc 
Police  Department’s  “Inspection  of  Licen¬ 
sed  Premises”  form  has  been  discontinued 
Police  Commr.  Robert  J.  DiGrazia  advised 
Frank  of  the  change  in  a  letter  to  him  re¬ 
cently.  The  form  had  been  protested  as 
discriminatory  by  the  Homophile  Union  o 
Boston  (HUB)  and  Frank. 

DiGrazia  has  been  ambiguous,  however 
regarding  Frank’s  suggestion  to  appoint  a 
citizens  committee  to  study  the  use  of 
Field  Interrogation  and/or  Observation 
(FIO)  reports.  HUB  officials  have  stated 
that  their  organization  will  continue  to 
protest  the  FIO  system. 

On  another  matter.  Rep.  Frank  this  we 
announced  that  he  is  asking  the  police  de¬ 
partment  to  station  one  uniformed  patrol¬ 
man  on  “The  Block”  during  the  late  night 
hours  to  control  the  heavy  cruising  that 
has  been  going  on  there.  He  said  that  the 
residents  of  the  neighborhood  have  been 
unable  to  sleep  because  of  all  the  noise 
generated  by  the  cruising  traffic  during  th< 
late  night  and  early  morning  hours. 

“I  don’t  see  why  they  can’t  go  over  to 
Park  Square  instead,”  he  said.  He  asked 
that  gay  people  frequenting  “The  Block” 
go  to  a  non-residential  area.  Because  of 
the  threat  of  police  action,  as  well  as  the 
recurring  reports  of  anti-gay  violence  in  th< 
area,  Frank  says  that  “The  Block”  is  not 
an  appropriate  area  for  cruising.

An  Open  Letter  to  A.  Nolder  Gay,  Ph.D., 
L.H.D.: 

Dear  A.  Nolder, 

I  enjoy  your  column  and  I  sincerely 
respect  your  right  to  whatever  amount  of 
“visibility”  you  wish  your  Gay  life  to  have. 
However,  I  am  offended  by  the  off-hand 
way  you  slight  your  value,  and  all  pro¬ 
fessional  Gays’  value,  as  role  models  to 
other  Gay  people  and  especially  Gay 
students  [.  .  .] 

I  agree  that  twenty-year-olds  probably 
do  not  need  “ideas  about  happy  sexual 
relations”  from  their  professors.  But, 
as  a  homosexual  you  must  realize  that 
there  is  a  profound  lack  of  visible,  pro¬ 
fessionally  successful  Gay  people— people 
who  are  successful  and  not  hiding  their 
Gay  life.  This  lack  is  extremely  obvious 
when  scaled  next  to  successful  Blacks  and 
women.  Too  many  Gay  persons  1  know 
joke  about  “If  they  only  knew  at  the 
office!”  This  attitude  only  reinforces 
the  dogma  that  a  Gay  individual  can  only 
be  successful  by  “passing”  from  nine-to- 
five. 

I  don’t  say  you  must  relate  your 
courses  to  Gay  themes,  or  start  a  Gay 
studies  program,  become  an  official  or 
unofficial  counsellor  to  Gay  students.  Not 
every  Black  or  woman  teaches  Black  or 
Feminist  courses,  or  is  even  involved  in 
their  respective  movements.  But  at  least 
every  Black  or  woman  is  visibly  demon¬ 
strating  that  “It  can  be  done-I’m  here- 
and  you  can  be,  too.”  This  is  the  type  of 
role  model  Gay  people  need.

fives  there  admit  that  five  or  ten  pieces  of 
mail  on  any  of  their  bills  is  considered  a 
landslide  of  public  response.

Born  Welby 

Dear  People: 

First  of  all,  HOORAY  FOR  US!!  The 
Boston  cancellation  of  Welby  is  an  import¬ 
ant  step  in  the  evolution  of  a  unified  gay 
community.  No  one  person  caused  the  can¬ 
cellation;  every  person  who  wrote  a  letter, 
called,  telegraphed  or  worked  in  any  way  to 
help  had  a  part  in  the  WCVB  decision.  My 
deepest  thanks  to  all  of  the  people  who 
helped  make  it  happen.  We  may  not  have 
won  a  national  cancellation  yet  but  we’re 
closer  than  anyone  ever  dreamed  was  pos¬ 
sible.  Mass  media  will  think  many  times  be¬ 
fore  they  tread  on  us  in  the  future.  There 
IS  gay  power  and  it  lies  in  the  ability  of  all 
of  us  to  work  together. 

Next,  I  would  like  to  reply  to  my  sisters 
who  wrote  to  GCN  last  week  about  “Born 
Innocent.”  I  did  not  see  the  program,  but 
I  have  certainly  heard  enough  about  it  in 
the  last  few  weeks  to  realize  the  damage  it 
has  done.  I  would  like  to  clear  up  a  few 
points.  All  three  networks  agreed  in  the 
past  year  to  allow  the  National  Gay  Task 
Force  (NGTF)  or  other  authorized  gay  or¬ 
ganizations  to  review  scripts  dealing  with 
homosexuality  before  allowing  them  into 
production.  ABC  honored  the  agreement 
and  that’s  how  we  found  out  about  “Wel¬ 
by.”  However,  NBC  did  not  submit  “Born 
Innocent”  to  NGTF  or  anyone  else;  the  first 
we  knew  about  it  was  the  night  it  aired.  The 
energy  currently  going  into  Welby  took  al¬ 
most  six  weeks  to  generate ;  part  of  the  ex¬ 
citement  is  in  the  fact  we  may  force  some¬ 
thing  off  the  air  before  it  can  appear  and 
damage  the  community  any  further.  “Born 
Innocent”  has  already  aired  and  there  is  no 
way  to  take  back  that  unfortunate  airing. 
HOWEVER,  the  program  is  NOT  being  ig¬ 
nored.  NGTF  has  already  contacted  NBC 
in  New  York  and  informed  them  that  after 
the  Welby  protest  has  concluded,  they  are 
next.  All  the  energy  that  has  gone  into  the 
Welby  protest  is  going  to  be  shifted  to  NBC 
and  “Born  Innocent.”  Believe  me,  no  one 
ever  dreamed  the  gay  community  could 
muster  so  much  power  against  a  gad  pro¬ 
gram.  Every  network  is  watching  ABC  close¬ 
ly;  they  know  that  advertisers  have  cancel¬ 
led,  two  affiliates  have  cancelled  and  ABC 
ulcers  are  bleeding  every  time  someone  men¬ 
tions  “gay.”  NBC  is  realizing  all  too  well  the 
force  the  gay  community  now  has  on  a  na¬ 
tional  basis.  They  also  know  from  letters 
and  phone  calls  that  they  blew  it  in  “Born 
(continued  on  next  page) 
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Innocent.”  They  get  “theirs”  next.  The  de¬ 
tails  of  our  protest  are  being  worked  out 
right  now,  but  will  definitely  include  a  ban 
on  that  program  so  that  it  is  never  again 
aired  anywhere;  a  public  apology  from 
NBC;  an  enforceable  promise  that  they  will 
submit  gay-related  scripts  to  NGTF;  and 
positive  program  development  about  gay 
people  in  general  and  lesbians  in  particular. 

Now— to  my  gay  brothers:  Lesbians 
worked  every  step  of  the  way  to  help  stop 
Welby,  a  male-oriented  script.  We  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  work  until  a  national  cancellation 
is  guaranteed.  It  is  your  responsibility,  now, 
to  support  gay  women  in  protesting  “Born 
Innocent.”  If  there  is  to  be  female/male 
unity  in  the  movement,  now  is  the  time  to 
work  actively  for  it.  Bad  gay  programming 
hurts  us  all;  until  we  can  stop  all  the  shit 
and  start  working  on  a  positive  image  in 
media,  we  can’t  rest.

Dear  Editor: 

Having  read  recently  in  your  publica¬ 
tion  about  the  many  acts  of  violence  being 
aimed  at  gay  brothers  and  sisters,  I  felt 
compelled  to  put  forth  a  few  thoughts  on 
the  concept  of  “Gay  Self-Defense.” 

In  this  light  I  feel  the  Gay  Movement  can 
learn  from  the  Women’s  Liberation  move¬ 
ment  which  has  taken  firm  actions  to  fend 
off  violent  sexual  assault,  rape,  and  other 
violent  acts  of  aggression  aimed  at  the 
female.  Throughout  the  country,  Women’s 
Liberation  and  Feminist  groups  have  set  up 
and  organized  Anti-rape  and  Anti-sexual 
assault  centers  arid  groups  which  include 
actual  workshops  in  Judo  and  Karate 
amongst  other  types  of  self  defense.  In 
those  areas  where  such  groups  have  not 
been  organized,  women  have  been  encou¬ 
raged  to  take  self-defense  courses  to  pro¬ 
tect  themselves  from  violent  assault. 

'*Ijt  seems  to.  me,  as'  it  must  to  you  all  at 
GCN,  that  the  personal  safety  of  gay  peo¬ 
ple  in  this  country  as  well  as  in  the  Greater 
Boston  area  has  reached  a  point  requiring 
more  than  traditional  warnings  on  how  to 
avoid  violent  physical  assault.  We  are 
certainly  beyond  the  “turn  the  other 
cheek”  approach.  Many  of  us  have  turned 
too  many  cheeks  already. 

Therefore,  it  would  seem  almost  an 
obligation  for  the  growing  number  of  gay 
liberation  service  centers  as  well  as  organi¬ 
zations  to  begin  to  start  dealing  with  the 
concept  of  “Gay  Self  Defense”  now  and 
start  to  provide  gay  people  with  lessons  in 
terms  of  basic  self  defense  tactics  just  as 
many  feminist  anti-rape  centers  do. 

After  all.  Gay  Liberation  does  mean 
“Fight  Back.” 

A  service  could  also  be  rendered  by 
GCN  in  this  area.  Your  newspaper  could 
begin  to  investigate  available  literature, 
data,  and  studies  as  well  as  interview 
public  officials  on  their  stand  towards 
rendering  aid  to  gay  people  who  are  sub¬ 


ject  to  violent  assault  and  murder.  But 
better  yet,  your  newspaper  could  serve 
the  needed  function  of  organizing  a  self 
defense  effort  and  coordinate  such  a 
‘Mobilization  Against  Violence’  in  an 
aggressive  manner. 

Remember,  Lavender  Smokey  the  Gay 
Bear  says,  “Gay  Liberation  means  fight 
back-Fight  Back  now!!!”

lose  when  dealing  with  the  straight  commu¬ 
nity.  We  all  pulled  together,  men  and  wo¬ 
men,  out  or  closeted,  and  proved. that  there 
is  a  gay  community  capable  of  working  in 
unison.” 

In  Philadelphia,  ABC  affiliate  WPVI  not 
only  cancelled  the  program,  but  issued  a 
strong  gay  rights  statement.  The  statement 
read,  in  part:  “It  appears  to  us  from  the 
outset  of  this  program  that  integral  to  the 
author’s  original  premise  is  a  false  stereo¬ 
type  of  homosexuals  as  persons  who  pursue 
and  sexually  assault  young  boys.  The  pres¬ 
entation  contains  substantial  improbabili¬ 
ties  and  contradictions  that  impinge  upon 
the  credibility  of  the  situation  portrayed 
while  actively  reinforcing  the  negative 
stereotype  ...  We  are  equally  and  especially 
concerned  about  the  additional  burdens  of 
prejudice  that  the  airing  of  a  shallow  and 
facile  treatment  of  such  an  explosive  and 
confused  subject  area  will  doubtless  lay 
upon  a  newly  emerging  minority  in  our  so¬ 
ciety.  Consequently  and  having  also  in  mind 
pending  legislation  in  City  Council  affect¬ 
ing  the  civil  rights  of  homosexual  persons, 
we  have  elected  not  to  carry  this  particular 
program  and  have  so  notified  the  ABC  Net¬ 
work.” 

ABC  officials  held  a  second  screening  of 
the  program  last  Friday  to  determine  whe¬ 
ther  they  will  air  the  show  nationally  or  not. 
Boston  and  Philadelphia  are  the  two  top 
ABC  affiliated  stations  in  terms  of  the  num¬ 
ber  of  people  reached  and  constitute  be¬ 
tween  8-10%  of  the  ABC  national  audience. 
(ABC  stations  in  New  York,  Chicago  and 
Los  Angeles  are  all  owned  and  operated  by 
the  network  and  locked  into  any  network 
programming.)  Inside  sources  at  ABC  in 
New  York  report  that  network  executives 
are  shaken  by  the  cancellations  and  grow¬ 
ing  lack  of  sponsor  support.  They  are  also 
paranoid  about  our  inside  sources.  Gay  Media 
Action  reports  that  the  network  is  “leaking

like  a  sieve”  as  gays  at  all  levels  within  the 
company  have  covertly  joined  the  protest. 
Network  executives  have  kept  most  infor¬ 
mation  about  the  “Outrage”  as  confidential 
as  possible  and  have  reportedly  increased 
security  measures  around  their  main  build¬ 
ing.  However,  well-positioned  contact  peo¬ 
ple  have  kept  NGTF  and  GMA  informed  of 
every  major  development  as  it  has  hap¬ 
pened. 

Ms.  Lotman  and  Gay  Media  Action  warn, 
however,  that  the  battle  is  not  yet  over. 

“The  Outrage”  is  still  scheduled  to  air  on 
over  200  stations  around  the  country  and 
ABC  has  not  yet  decided  to  withdraw  it 
from  national  broadcast  on  Oct.  8.  Cards, 
letters  and  phone  calls  are  still  needed  to 
help  convince  ad  agencies,  sponsors  and  the 
network  to  withdraw  the  program.  Please— 
write  immediately  to  Elton  Rule,  President, 
ABC  Inc.,  1330  Avenue  of  the  Americas, 
NEw  York  City  10019  or  call  212-LT1-7777.

NEW  YORK  CITY  (GCN)-The  east 
coast  executive  office  of  ABC  said  Mon¬ 
day  that  the  Marcus  Welby  show,  “The  Out¬ 
rage,”  will  be  aired  as  planned  on  Oct.  8. 

ABC  has  sent  telegrams  to  all  affiliates  urg¬ 


ing  stations  not  to  succumb  to  any  pressure 
groups  and  to  air  the  Welby  show.  Gay 
groups  in  New  York  are  working  on  a  letter 
to  counteract  the  one  ABC  has  sent  out  and 
will  be  mailing  it  out  by  Tuesday. 

Thomas  J.  Lipton,  Inc.,  has  pulled  out  of 
their  advertising  spot.  The  Colage  Palmolive 
Company  bought  one  of  the  remaining  time 
spots  on  Friday  afternoon  and  cancelled 
several  hours  later. 

WABC  in  New  York  City  says,  “The 
show  will  go  on!”  An  inside  source  at  the 
station  told  GCN  that  the  main  reason  is 
that  there  is  nothing  to  show  in  place  of  the 
Welby  episode.

A  widely-read  medical  periodical  has  pro¬ 
vided  a  so-called  discussion  of  homosexuality 
which  reminds  one  of  National  Lampoon’s 
cover  entitled  “Pornography:  Threat  or  Me¬ 
nace?”  The  periodical  is  Medical  Counter¬ 
point,  and  the  opposing  articles  in  the 
August-September  issue  are  entitled  “Homo¬ 
sexuality:  A  sexual-Object  Distortion”  and 
“Homosexuality:  A  Psychological  Addic¬ 
tion.”  Both  articles  assume  that  homosex¬ 
uality  is  a  psychological  disorder  of  some 
sort,  this  assumption  giving  rise  to  the 
Tweedledum-Tweedledee  nature  of  the  tit¬ 
les  and  texts  of  both  articles.  The  two  arti¬ 
cles  both  suffer  from  the  rambling,  aimless 
theorizing  of  two  M.D.’s  who  seem  to  base 
all  of  their  ideas  on  the  pathology  of  the 
cases  which  come  before  them. 

The  first  article,  “Homosexuality:  A 
Sexual-Object  Distortion”  by  Roy  H.  Hart, 
M.D.,  is  the  worse  of  the  two;  Hart  refers 
to  such  self-styled  experts  on  homosexua¬ 
lity  as  Irving  Bieber,  M.D.  and  Charles  Soca- 
rides,  M.D.,  and  relies  almost  entirely  on  the 
Freudian  model,  which  leads  him  to  such 
overgeneralized  statements  as  “The  child¬ 
like  adult  and  the  homosexual  are  narcis¬ 
sistic.”  Everyone,  when  seeking  a  lover,  is 
more  or  less  “narcissistic”  in  that  everyone 
tends  to  choose  others  who  best  reinforce 
and  reflect  one’s  own  self-image. 

A  little  further  on.  Dr.  Hart  digresses  to 
mention  that  “during  the  Napoleonic  Era, 
when  the  cream  of  French  manhood  was 
contained  deep  inside  Russia,  some  forlorn 
wives,  sweethearts,  and  mistresses  back  in 
France  were  finding  substitute  sexual  grati¬ 
fication  by  engaging  in  practices  with  their 
dogs.”  Obviously,  according  to  Dr.  Hart, 
only  women  are  subject  to  the  throes  of 
sexual  longing.  Dr.  Hart  is  here  on  extremely 
speculative  ground.  Did  these  so-called  prac¬ 
tices  actually  happen,  and.  even  if  they  did. 
of  what  significance  is  it?  Dr.  Hart  goes  on 
to  say  that  this  bestiality  “might  be  referred 
to  as  faculative  bestiality,  analagous  to  the 
homosexual  activity  practiced  among  hete¬ 
rosexuals  in  prison  or  in  other  settings  where 
prolonged  isolation  from  members  of  the 
opposite  sex  is  the  reality.”  As  Peter  Fisher 
points  out  in  The  Gay  Mystique,  all  sexual 
activity  with  others  is  “situational,”  being 
dependent  on  the  availability  of  a  sexual 
partner;  the  reality  is  always  situational,  even 
though  this  is  more  apparent  in  extreme  si- 
tuations-such  as  in  prison.  Of  course,  Dr. 
Hart  imagines  the  french  women  with  their 
dogs,  but  what  was  the  cream  of  French  man 
hood  doing  with  themselves  deep  inside 
Russia? 

Dr.  Hart  dismisses  the  historical  occur¬ 
rences  of  homosexuality  by  dismissing  the' 
‘viability”  of  societies  such  as  Sparta  as 
questionable.  If  Sparta  was  indeed  not  via¬ 
ble,  it  was  as  much  from  an  overabundance 
‘of  macho  maleness  and  militarism  as  any¬ 
thing  else.  Dr.  Hart  then  continues,  “Hete¬ 
rosexuality  is  necessary  not  only  to  guaran¬ 


tee  the  next  generation  its  numbers,  but 
also  to  furnish  civilization  with  its  driving 
force.”  Well,  who  has  ever  advocated  the 
abolition  of  heterosexuality?  Even  the 
fiercest  gay  liberationist  admits  to  the  ma¬ 
jority  status  of  heterosexuals:  Dr.  Hart 
seems  to  have  succumbed  to  the  myth  of 
homosexuality  as  contagious.  And  since 
when  does  heterosexuality  have  a  monopoly 
as  the  one  and  only  driving  force  of  civili¬ 
zation?  To  top  off  this  series  of  groundless, 
opinionated  rambling  disguised  as  argument, 
Dr.  Hart  adds  a  lesson  from  physics:  “As  I 
interpret  the  historical  process,  heterosexu¬ 
ality  is  a  key  biological  mechanism  in  the 
counterbalancing  of  nature’s  implacable 
movement  toward  destruction,  as  enunciated 
in  the  second  law  of  thermodynamics,  the 
entropy  law.”  So  much  for  ecology-and  so 
much  for  logical  thinking. 

The  second  article,  “Homosexuality:  A 
Psychological  Addiction”  by  Richard  E. 
Frenkel,  M.D.,  is  less  shrill  than  the  first,  but 
is  more  overgeneralized  and  more  simplistic. 
Dr.  Frenkel  offers  such  flat  statements  as  x 
“The  homosexual  is  constantly  seeking  af¬ 
fection;  no  matter  how  many  times  he  has 
homosexual  relations,  he  never  feels  com¬ 
pletely  satiated.  In  the  homosexual,  the 
sexual  impulse  is  the  sole  pleasure.  It  is  sad 
and  ironic,  but  the  very  cause  of  homosexu¬ 
ality  is  loneliness.”  This  last  statement  is 
particularly  misleading.  Loneliness  “causes” 
one  sexuality  no  more  than  any  other,  but 
provides  a  state  of  mind  which  leads  a  per¬ 
son  to  seek  others.  It  is  truly  sad  and  iro¬ 
nic  that  Dr.  Frenkel  cannot  distinguish  be¬ 
tween  his  homosexual  clientele  and  the 
overall  homosexual  public.  Statements  such 
as  those  of  Dr.  Frankel’s  above  cast  doubt 
over  all  of  his  observations. 

It  is  incredible  that  such  aimless  mental 
masturbation  on  the  part  of  these  two  pro¬ 
fessionals  passes  for  thought  in  a  leading  me¬ 
dical  periodical.  Perhaps  the  doctors  should 
leave  physics  and  solipsistic  philosophy  out 
of  psychology,  and  refrain  from  extending 
their  private  professional  experience  into 
overgeneralized  conclusions  about  the  homo¬ 
sexual  public  at  large  without  some  clinical 
evidence  to  back  them  up.  The  periodical 
Medical  Counterpoint,  in  printing  these  two 
articles,  is  presumably  following  its  state¬ 
ment  of  policy,  part  of  which  reads,  “Every 
physician  is  the  sum  of  different  training, 
observations,  experience,  and  convictions— 
each  a  unique  individual,  with  an  equally 
valid  point  of  view.”  (Except,  one  might  add 
when  those  points  of  view  are  presented  with 
neither  documentation  nor  intelligence.)

If  treatment  is  begun  before  homo¬ 
sexual  activity  is  engaged  in,  the 
prognosis  for  developing  normal 
heterosexuality  is  good.

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TELLING

In  the  March  30,  1974,  issue  of  GCN, 
ere  was  an  article  titled  “B.  U.  Senior 
rites  Book.  "At  that  time  Jan  Goodman 
is  beginning  to  interview  lesbians  concern- 
g  conversations  with  their  mothers  about 
eir  sexuality.  The  book,  Telling  Mother, 
now  complete;  and  Ms.  Goodman,  now  a 
porter  for  the  Boston  Phoenix,  is  in  the 
■ocess  of  trying  to  find  a  publisher. 

The  following  are  excerpts  from  the  Pref 
'e  and  the  chapter,  "On  Support  Groups” 
om  the  completed  manuscript. 

When  I  first  realized  I  loved  a  woman, 
was  relieved.  At  last,  I  had  found  a  rela- 
onship  where  two  people  could  be  equal, 
he  past  had  been  a  compromise  of  my 
notional  needs.  It  was  always  I  who  had 
)  change,  not  he,  because  it  was  I  who  was 
nreasonable.  With  her,  I  realized  that  I  had 
ot  been  expecting  too  much  in  a  love  rela- 
onship.  I  had  been  expecting  too  much  of 
ien. 

The  two  of  us  were  alone.  We  walked 
own  dark  side  streets  holding  hands,  watch- 
lg  for  oncoming  cars.  We  separated  as  we 
:ached  the  lights  and  the  passers-by.  We 
'ere  aware  of  an  intense  contradiction  be- 
veen  the  warm,  good  love  we  felt  for  each 
ther  and  rhe  response  we  expected  from 
le  rest  of  the  world:  shock,  disgust,  dis- 
elief. 

I  began  to  see  through  the  myths  society 
ad  created  and  perpetuated  about  Lesbians, 
ecause  the  myths  had  nothing  to  do  with 
/hat  I  was.  I  did  not  “resort”  to  Lesbian- 
;m  because  I  had  failed  in  my  efforts  to 
get  a  man.”  Nor  did  I  want  to  be  a  man, 
Ithough  I  did  want  to  be  free  from  sexist 
ppression.  I  did  not  spend  all  my  time  in 
ed.  I  was  still  Jan  Goodman,  clearly  recog- 
izable  to  those  who  knew  me.  I  still  made 
ikes,  loved  to  talk  with  people  and  to  in- 
olve  myself  in  as  many  things  as  possible. 

I  noticed  a  disparity  between  the  life  I 
/as  leading  and  the  expectations  of  the  peo- 
Ie  I  was  closest  to.  The  question,  “Meet 
ny  nice  men  lately?”  The  assumption  that 
F  the  answer  was  “no,”  then  I  must  be  very 
anely.  The  knowledge  that  when  1  called 
ome,  it  was  better  to  talk  about  male 
riends  rather  than  the  women  who  were  the 
enter  of  my  life.  The  fact  that  if  I  went  out 
or  pancakes  with  the  guy  across  the  street 
t  was  more  important  than  my  involvement 
dth  the  women’s  movement.  I  was  hiding  a 
latural,  fulfilling  part  of  myself.  I  felt  in- 
reasingly  distant  from  friends  and  family. 

I  wanted  mostly  to  tell  my  mother.  She 
vas  the  person  who  had  brought  me  up.  She 
vas  genuinely  concerned  with  my  happiness, 
hoped  that  my  mother  would  have  the  ca- 
>acity  to  understand  because  she,  too,  was 
i  woman. 

Although  I  lived  in  a  city,  I  didn’t  know 
iny  gay  women  who  had  gone  through  this 
ixperience.  The  library  was  of  no  use  to  me. 
wanted  to  read  about  other  Lesbians’  ex- 
>eriences  in  telling  their  mothers,  but  no 
uch  material  existed.  It  was  clear  that  I  had 
o  do  my  own  research.

The  following  interview  was  conducted 
at  a  Boston  Daughters  of  Bilitis  rap  group. 
The  people  who  attend  differ  each  week  as 
does  the  emphasis  of  the  discussion.  I  at¬ 
tended  one  Tuesday  night,  tape  recorder  in 
hand,  and  proposed  that  several  of  the  wo¬ 
men  come  with  me  and  have  a  separate  rap 
on  “Telling  Mother.”  The  topic  interested 
so  many  of  the  people  that  the  whole  group 
of  twenty  decided  to  participate. 

The  women  ranted  in  age  from  21  to  40, 
with  the  majority  in  their  mid-twenties. 
Though  they  all  lived  in  the  Boston  vicinity, 
many  of  the  women  were  originally  from 
other  parts  of  the  country.  With  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  a  few,  most  of  the  women  did  not 
know  each  other. 

SHARON :  I  had  a  friend  who  was  disowned 
when  she  told  her  mother  she  was  a  Les¬ 
bian.  She  was  followed  by  detectives  for 
about  six  months.  Her  mother  agreed  to 
take  her  back  only  if  she  went  into  psy¬ 
chotherapy.  Based  on  her  experience,  I 
decided  to  refrain  from  telling  my  mo¬ 
ther.  I  wrote  a  diary  once,  and  in  it  I  was 
questioning  whether  I  was  or  wasn’t  gay. 
My  mother  got  a  hold  of  the  diary  and 
mimeographed  it.  She  said  she  was  gonna 
blackmail  me  by  spreading  it  around  to 
hurt  the  friends  I  mentioned  were  gay. 

We  never  talked  about  it  except  one  day 
my  mother  happened  to  tell  me  that  I 
was  absolutely  not  a  Lesbian  because  she 
didn’t  raise  me  to  be  that  way.  You  have 
to  raise  someone.  I  haven’t  said  anything 
for  about  four  years  now.  I  just  imagine 
that  my  mother  will  go  on,  and  I’ll  be  35 
and  45  and  55,  and  she’ll  just  assume 
that  I  haven’t  found  the  right  man. 

JAN :  Do  you  find  a  lot  of  conflicts  living 
like  that? 

SHARON:  I’m  not  very  close  to  my  parents. 
I’ve  sort  of  disowned  them  so  it  isn’t 
worth  it  to  me.  But  it’s  worth  it  to  tell 
my  brother  and  sister.  I  imagine  that  will 
eventually  come  out  after  a  period  of 
time. 

ELI:  How  do  you  think  they  would  feel 
about  that? 

SHARON:  That’s  a  good  question.  They’ve 
been  raised  in  my  parents’  home  and  they 
occasionally  make  derogatory  remarks 
about  “queers.”  My  sister  envisions  all 
men  that  are  queers  as  terribly  feminine. 
She  says  it  turns  her  stomach.  But  I  ques¬ 
tion  how  much  of  this  is  reiterating  what 
she’s  been  told  and  how  much  is  actually 
her  opinion.  I  suspect  that  she  would  be 
open  to  it,  once  she  sees  a  gay  person  who 
she  knows,  trusts  and  likes.  I  assume  she 
feels  this  way  about  me. 

ANN:  Just  from  the  experiences  of  myself 
andd  a  few  close  friends  who  told  their 
parents,  the  fathers  have  always  reacted 
more  positively  than  the  mothers.  I  won¬ 
der  if  it’s  harder  for  a  woman  to  deal  with 
the  fact  that  her  daughter,  her  child,  her 
female  child,  is  gay. 

MICHELE:  That’s  because  it’s  a  threat,  right 
there.  Incest  and  the  whole  basic  thing. 
SHARON:  Maybe  women  try  to  live  more 
through  their  daughters  and  husbands, 
and  fathers  feel  they  can  achieve  other 
things. 

ANN:  Right. 

SHARON:  My  mother  is  always  hounding 
me  to  have  children  and  get  married. 

ELI:  I  think  people  are  basically  bi-sexual 
and  it  probably  brings  up  some  feelings 
of  the  mother  towards  her  daughter  or 
the  father  towards  his  son. 


ANN:  My  brother  told  me  a  story  once  about 
my  mother.  It  seems  that  when  she  was 
a  teenager,  someone  had  intimated  that 
she  was  carrying  on  with  a  friend.  She  was 
kind  of  a  loner  and  she  had  one  close  girl¬ 
friend.  There  was  apparently  some  sug¬ 
gestion  that  perhaps  they  were  involved 
in  some  not  nice  way.  So  I  thought  may¬ 
be  she  would  understand  the  kinds  of 
feelings  of  closeness  between  women  that 
would  lead  to  physical  expression.  But 
she  didn’t.  When  I  asked  my  mother  later 
about  the  incident,  she  said,  “I  never 
heard  of  that.  No  one  ever  told  me  that 
the  kids  said  that.!  don’t  know  where 
your  brother  heard  it.”  I  don’t  know, 
maybe  sue  suppressed  it. 

MICHELE:  I  didn’t  tell  my  parents  I  was 
gay,  but  about  four  years  ago,  they  came 
up  to  me  one  evening.  We  were  sitting 
around  after  dinner  and  my  father  told 
me  that  he  had  heard  a  rumor  that  I  had 
done  something  really  awful.  He  was  re¬ 
ferring  to  the  fact  that  I  was  having  an 
affair  with  a  woman.  I  didn’t  say  any¬ 
thing  and  left  that  night  for  Boston. 

About  a  year  and  a  half  later,  I  was  home 
and  my  mother  said  to  me,  “Are  you  still 
gay?” 

LAUGHTER 

And  I  said,  “Yeah  Ma,  I  am.” 

MORE  LAUGHTER 

After  that,  I  came  in  late  one  night  and  was 
talking  to  my  mother.  She  was  feeling 
very  down  on  my  father.  They  have  been 
in  the  process  of  maybe  getting  a  divorce 
for  about  seven  years.  My  mother  was 
insinuating  that  men  are  disgusting  and 
“your  father  is  just  like  all  of  them.” 

There  we  were,  having  drinks  and  getting 
out  all  our  aggravations  about  men.  I 
went  to  bed  thinking,  Well,  my  mother 
has  good  consciousness  about  men.  The 
next  day,  I  was  talking  to  my  father  about 
being  gay  and  he  said  something  like, 
“Ugh,  I  bet  you  want  to  use  men’s 
rooms!”  That  was  his  moronic  comment. 

I  thought  my  mother  would  ally  herself 
with  me,  but  instead  she  backed  up  my 
father.  They  both  started  yelling  at  me. 

I  was  so  aggravateilguess  I  found  that  my 
mother  is  more  sympathetic  than  my  fa¬ 
ther,  who  is  completely  freaked.  My  mo- 
ther  understands  but  you  can’t  get  her 
support  when  she’s  being  threatened, 
which  is  when  I’m  contradicting  my  fa¬ 
ther.  When  she’s  alone,  she’ll  say,  “Well, 
that’s  cool.” 

CATHY:  It’s  funny.  I  was  told  that  when 
the  chips  were  down,  not  to  count  on  my 
father’s  support.  When  things  weren’t 
bad,  he  would  support  me,  but  when 
things  got  really  rough,  he’d  protect  his 
girl,  which  was  my  mother. 

JERI>Michele,  did  your  mother  ever  say 
she  understood  lesbianism  or  just  anti¬ 
male  feelings? 

MICHELE:  I  think  that  for  her,  they  were 
probably  the  same.  It  sounds  funny  but 
I  guess  she  doesn’t  have  any  real  sense  of 
loving  women.  Then  again,  my  mother’s 
lived  a  pretty  isolated  life.  She  was  a  vir¬ 
gin  when  she  got  married  at  28,  and  I 
don’t  think  she’s  loved  anybody  but  my 
father  her  whole  life.  She  doesn’t  treat 
me  as  a  male-hating  Lesbian,  though. 

She’s  met  maybe  ten  of  my  friends  in 
Boston  and  when  she’s  together  with  wo¬ 
men  she  knows  are  Lesbians,  she  relates 
really  well  to  them.  She’s  not  hung  up. 

I  think  basically  that  her  trip  is,  ‘Men 


are  pretty  creepy.  Yuk.”  My  father  isn’t 

particularly  bad  either. 

ANN:  I  don’t  dare  say  anything  derogatory 
about  the  male  sex  in  general,  when  I’m 
home  with  my  parents,  especially  to  my 
mother.  Because  she  would  fit  me  right 
into  her  stereotype  of  a  Lesbian  and  I’m 
working  hard  to  break  down  those  be¬ 
liefs. 

MICHELE:  My  mother  feels  that  all  women 
basically  hate  men.  I  once  asked  her, 
“Why  the  fuck  don’t  you  come  out  to 
be  gay?”  Her  answer  was  really  typical. 
She  said,  “It  never  occurred  to  me.”  (And 
I  think  that  if  it  HAD  occurred  to  her,  I 
might  not  be  here  today!”) 

ELI:  (angrily  interrupts)  What  do  you  mean, 
it  never  OCCURRED  to  her?  It  still 
COULD  occur  to  her. 

MICHELE:  No.  No.  No.  No.  Not  now. 

She’s  just  turned  49,  or  50. 

ANN:  It’s  hard  to  make  changes. 

MICHELE:  I  know  people  who  have  be¬ 
come  gay  when  they’re  50  or  60,  but  for 
my  mother,  it’s  not  an  option.  Especially 
to  go  out  and  seek  another.person 

ELI:  Rather  than  to  find  the  person  and  dis¬ 
cover  a  new  part  of  yourself? 

MICHELE:  Yeah,  possibly  if  she  met  this 
really  dynamite  woman  . .  . 


MOTHER 


ELI:  Introduce  her  around! 

LAUGHTER 

MICHELE:  I  tried!! 

LAUGHTER,  FOLLOWED  BY 
MANY  SUGGESTIONS  FROM 
THE  GROUP 

I  introduced  her  to  the  mother  of  a  friend 
of  mine,  hoping  they  would  get  it  to¬ 
gether,  but  they  didn’t. 

MORE  LAUGHTER 

I  even  left  them  alone— discreetly. 

JAN:  In  the  course  of  my  interviews,  I’ve 
found  that  there  was  a  mixture  of  reac¬ 
tions  from  parents.  Some  mothers  abso¬ 
lutely  couldn’t  take  it  at  all,  but  some 
fathers  were  really  good.  Perhaps  one  of 
the  reasons  why  the  mother  might  get 
more  upset  is  because  she  has  the  prime 
responsibility  for  bringing  up  the  kid. 
Whether  she’s  working  or  not,  she’s  still 
the  mother  of  the  kid.  She  gets  the  blame. 

SHARON:  That’s  what  my  mother  said.  She 
felt  very  guilty.  She  actually  came  out 
and  said,  “What  did  I  do  wrong  with 
you?”  Three  or  four  times. 

ELL.  My  mother  said  that  too.  She  said,  “I 
thought  I  worked  so  hard  to  prepare  you 
for  the  fact  that  after  a  war,  there’s  AL¬ 
WAYS  a  shortage  of  men!” 

MUCH  LAUGHTER 


ANN:  Except  don’t  you  think  that  fathers 


can  feel  the  same  responsibility?  In  the 
sense  that,  “She’s  gay  because  there  was 
never  a  strong  father  figure  in  the  family 
and  I  wasn’t  around  long  enough  to  make 
her  feel  comfortable  with  men?”  Or, 

“I  failed  in  pulling  her  through  that 
whole  Electra  complex?” 

JERI:  I  don’t  think  most  fathers  take  on 
that  much  responsibility.  Fathers  see  the 
mother  as  the  person  who’s  supposed  to 
make  the  daughter  a  woman. 

ANN:  Maybe. 

JERI:  Your  mother  teaches  you  how  to 
wear  lipstick  and  how  to  wear  a  bra.  It’s 
her  job  to  get  you  into  those  stockings 
and  into  that  girdle  and  on  the  road  to 
womanhood. If  anything  goes  wrong,  it’s 
her  fault.  It’s  a  rare  father  who  would 
share  that  responsibility. 

MORE  LAUGHTER 

BARBARA:  My  parents  have  come  a  long 
way  in  the  past  five  years,  in  accepting 
how  I  relate  to  people.  But  they  still  have 
their  standards.  I  brought  home  a  girl 
who  was  18  years  old  and  had  never  been 
to  high  school.  I’m  a  college  graduate. 
They  didn’t  say  anything  about  our  rela¬ 
tionship.  Their  comment  was,  “You’re 
well-educated  and  blah  blah  blah.  What 
are  you  DOING  with  a  girl  like  this?” 

HYSTERIA 

It  was  as  if  I  had  brought  home  a  boy  who 
was  a  bum!  In  a  way,  you  should  give 
them  credit  for  even  acknowledging  fny 
relationship,  but,  in  a  way,  they  transfer¬ 
red  the  whole  thing.  “Why  can’t  you 
bring  home  a  nice  girl?” 

MORE  HYSTERIA 

MICHELE:  I  was  involved  with  a  woman  for 
about  a  year  and  when  I  told  my  mother, 
her  comment  was  a  classic.  She  said, 
“Well,  at  least  she’s  Jewish.” 

LAUGHTER 

She  figuredosince  the  woman  was  Jewish,  it 
made  things  a  little  better! 

ANN:  I  guess  one  of  the  things  I  don’t  un¬ 
derstand  about  my  mother  is  that  she 
keeps  playing  games.  I  told  both  of  my 
parents  at  the  same  time  last  Christmas... 

JAN:  The  time  of  joy? 

ANN:  (sarcastically)  Ho.  Ho.  Ho.  I  think 
that  I  told  them  that  evening  in  an  at¬ 
tempt  to  hurt  them.  It  was  during  a  big 
fight  about  the  fact  that  my  parents  don’t 
know  what’s  going  on  in  my  life.  It  was 
sort  of  a  way  to  hurt  them  and  sort  of  a 
way  to  get  them  to  shut  up  and  listen  to 
me  for  a  minute.  I  said,  “I  do  have  some 
things  I’d  like  to  tell  you.”  My  mother 
said,  “I  knbw  what  they  are.” 

LAUGHTER 

I  said,  “What  are  they?”  and  she  said,  “No, 
you  tell  me.”  It  looked  like  nobody  was 
gonna  say  it.  Then  my  fahter  said,  “On 
the  count  of  three,  we’ll  both  say  it  to¬ 
gether.” 

LAUGHTER 

It  wasn’t  funny,  let  me  tell  you. 

JERI:  Did  your  mother  really  know? 

ANN:  She  finally  said,  “You’re  a  Lesbian.” 

I  said,  “Yes.” 

LAUGHTER 

Then  I  said,  “How  do  you  feel  about  that, 
Mother?”  She  couldn’t  speak,  so  my  fa¬ 
ther  did.  He  said  that  he  had  known  be¬ 
cause  my  mother  had  suspected  it  for  a 
long  time,  and  in  an  attempt  to  hurt  him 
one  night,  she  had  said,  “I  think  YOUR 
daughter’s  a  Lesbian.” 

LAUGHTER 


They  never  discussed  it  after  that.  Eventual¬ 
ly,  my  mother  told  me  that  she  was  very 
disappointed,  but  that  she  didn’t  love  me 
any  less  for  it.  She’d  known  it  for  years. 
She  anticipated  it,  expected  it,  suspected 
it,  long  before  I  ever  thought  of  it  my¬ 
self!  What  I  don’t  understand  is  why  she 
kept  playing  games  with  me.  She’d  call 
up  and  say,  “Hi,  how  are  you?  Are  you 
going  out  with  anybody?”  I  would  make 
someone  up,  or  I  would  go  out.  I’d  date 
guys  for  a  shoit  time,  until  they  wanted 
to  get  into  bed.  Then  I’d  say,  “Mom, 

Bob  wasn’t  that  exciting.” 

JAN:  Maybe  she  played  games  because  she 
didn’t  want  to  know.  Maybe  she  was 
waiting  for  you  to  give  her  something  to 
dispell  her  suspicions. 

ANN:  I  guess  he’d  have  to  be  a  very  sensitive 
father,  which  I  don’t  have. 

JERI:  It’s  a  shame.  My  mother  feels  she’s 
failed.  This  tells  me  that  she’s  very  inse¬ 
cure  about  her  role  as  a  woman  and  mo¬ 
ther.  It  also  says  that  she  can’t  see  me 
as  being  anything  positive.  Because  I  am 
a  Lesbian,  I  will  never  be  anything  suc¬ 
cessful  to  her.  I  could  never  be  a  good 
lawyer  in  her  eyes;  I  could  never  be  a 
good  politician.  I’ll  always  be  her  daugh¬ 
ter,  the  Lesbian. 

CATHY:  My  mother  the  car. 

LAUGHTER 

ANN:  My  family  turned  it  around  on  me. 

1  failed,  in  my  responsibility  to  them. 
They  never  failed  me.  Staying  here  in 
Boston  this  summer  is  my  FAULT.  They 
wouldn’t  go  as  far  as  to  think  that  I  want 
to  stay  here  with  someone  I  care  for 
very  much.  If  my  brother  wanted  to  stay 
with  a  woman  in  Boston,  that  would  be 
fine.  But  I’ve  somehow  failed.  My  mo¬ 
ther’s  not  sorry  that  I’m  not  gonna  be  a 
mother.  It’s  a  matter  of  I’m  not  going  to 
be  normal.  And  there’s  nobody  abnor¬ 
mal  in  my  family. 

CATHY:  Right.  In  my  family,  you’re  sup¬ 
posed  to  be  successful.  Go  out  and 
achieve.  Being  a  Lesbian  is  definitely  not 
an  achievement. 

LAUGHTER 

ELL  I  want  to  say  something  else  about  my 
mother.  When  I  first  told  her  I  was  gay, 
she  was  pretty  freaked  out.  But,  for  the 
last  year,  she  has  been  coming  to  Boston 
and  talking  about  her  feelings'and  mine. 
We’ve  been  working  things  out  together 
and  have  now  formed  a  really  close  rela¬ 
tionship  where  she  respects  me  and  I 
respect  her.  I  feel  that  she’s  a  terrific 
friend.  So  I  said  to  her,  “Next  time  you 
come  to  Boston,  Mom.  I  want  you  to 
dance  with  me  at  the  woman’s  bar.”  She 
said,  “Fine.”  She’s  coming  next  week¬ 
end. 

ANN:  Let’s  all  go! 

LAUGHTER 

JERI:  You  know,  girls  dance  with  their 
fathers  all  the  time.  It’s  daddy’s  little  girl 
trip.  Why  can’t  mothers  dance  with  their 
daughters? 

KAREN:  That  reminds  me  very  much  of  my 
own  relationship  with  my  mother.  We 
were  very  close-to  the  point  where  we 
could  actually  talk  honestly  as  one  wo¬ 
man  to  another.  It  was  a  learning  situa¬ 
tion  and  our  bonds  were  really  tight. 

Then  I  got  into  a  relationship  with  a  wo¬ 
man  and  my  mother  started' saying  things 
like,  “I  don’t  want  any  lessies  in  the 
house.  She’s  a  queer.”  All  of  a  sudden 


things  changed.  It  was  traumatic  for  m 
because  it  seemed  to  be  a  clear  cut  chc 
—my  Lesbianism  or  her.  She  was  very 
important  to  me  but  I  told  her,  “You’ 
gotta  accept  me.  It’s  a  part  of  my  life.' 
She’s  had  a  hard  time  accepting  it;  she 
doesn’t  believe  that  I’m  a  Lesbian.  It’s 
another  one  of  the  incomprehensible 
things  I’ve  done,  like  going  to  Antioch 
She  always  says,  “Oh,  you’re  wierd.” 
And  I  say  to  her,  “O.K.,  you  can  take 
that  way.”  It’s  taken  some  time  but  sh 
coming  around.  She’s  toned  down  her 
rhetoric  somewhat.  It  actually  came  d( 
to  a  point  where  she  said,  “I  don’t  thir 
it’s  right.  I  don’t  even  know  what  you 


do!” 


LAUGHTER 


“I  don’t  want  to  know  what  you  do.  unle 
you  don’t  do  it!” 

ANN:  I  know  that  there  must  have  been  ai 
attempt  not  to  believe  it,  and  I  can  und 
stand  that.  But  why  didn’t  she  say,  “I 
suspect  you’re  a  Lesbian  and  I’m  con¬ 
cerned.  Do  you  think  it’s  a  problem?”  I 
stead  she  said,  “Do  you  feel  you  relate 
to  people  abnormally?”  That  was  her 
game. 

JAN:  Maybe  she  felt  guilty  that  she  made 
you  a  Lesbian  because  she  had  all  these 
suspicions  from  when  you  were  little.

“Si 
your  father  wasn’t  satisfied  with  three 
sons.  You’re  the  fourth.  Ha.  Ha.  Ha.” 

KAREN:  My  friend  pulled  the  same  trip  oi 
me  that  your  mother  pulled  on  you,  An 
She  said,  “Don’t  tell  me  because  I  al¬ 
ready  know.”  I  said,  “What  is  it?  What  i 
it?  What  do  you  know?” 

LAUGHTER 

I  had  just  said.  “I  have  a  lover.”  And  she 
said,  melodramatically,  “I  know  what  it 
is.  Your  lover ...  is  not  ...  a  MAN!” 

LAUGHTER 


KAREN:  I  made  a  mistake  in  telling  my 
friend.  I  justwanted  to  be  honest  with 
her  because  we’d  been  developing  a  gooi 
relationship.  She’s  straight,  married  wit! 
kids.  Like  a  lot  of  people,  she  didn’t  km 
anything  about  Lesbians  and  didn't  kno’ 
what  to  say.  She  had  no  idea  of  what  th 
social  life  was  like,  what  I  expected  and 
how  I  felt.  The  only  thing  she  said  to  ms 
was,  "I  don’t  tell  you  about  my  sexual 
life  and  I  don’t  want  to  hear  about 
yours.”  I  hadn’t  even  mentioned  sex. 
That  was  exactly  how  she  was  relating  ts 
me.  “I  don’t  want  to  deal  with  it,”  she 
said,  and  moved  over  to  her  side  of  the 
car.  I  haven't  heard  from  her  since. 

NONA:  Her  reaction  must  have  hurt  you. 

KAREN:  Sure.  I’ve  known  her  for  years. 

NAN:  Why  do  people  think  that  being  a 
lesbian  is  just  a  sex  act? 

SUE:  Did  you  ever  go  to  the  porno  movies? 

NAN:  Well,  not  many  of  my  friends  do,  so 
L can’t  attribute  it  to  that. 

ANN:  I  thought  that  it  would  be  easier  for 
my  mother  to  understand  me  because 
she  was  a  woman.  “Don't  you  have  fe-

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male  friends?”  I  asked  her.  “Aren’t  there 
women  in  your  lifetime  that  you’ve  felt 
very  close  to?  You  felt  closer  to 
them.in  many  ways  than  you’ve  felt  to¬ 
wards  your  own  husband.  Therefore, 
can’t  you  understand  why  I  might  love 
women  not  only  spiritually,  emotionally 
and  intellectually,  but  also  physically?” 

It’s  the  physical  thing  that  upsets  her  the 
most.  We’ve  had  a  number  of  conversa¬ 
tions.  She  says,  “Physically?  Your  father 
and  I  wouldn’t  do  that  before  we  were 
married.” 

JERI:  So  tell  them  you’ll  get  married! 
LAUGHTER 

ELI:  I  can’t  believe  the  trips  mothers  lay 
on  us. 

SHARON:  My  mother  used  to  cut  out  sec¬ 
tions  of  Dear  Abby  and  underline  the 
parts  about  what  a  good  mother  is.  She’d 
write  in  the  margins,  “I  was  a  good  mo¬ 
ther.  You’re  failing  me.” 

THE  GROUP  MOANS  IN' 
SYMPATHY 

Then  she’d  attach  the  wedding  announce¬ 
ments  from  the  Tri-Town  Tribune.  She’d 
underline  the  parts  about  the  wedding 
gown.  Then  she’d  send  the  baby  an¬ 
nouncements  and  write,  “1  can’t  wait  for 
you  to  have  children.  You  can  bring  them 
home  any  time.” 

CATHY:  My  father  bore  the  brunt  of  my 
mother’s  wrath,  but  he  really  surprised 
me.  I  had  just  encountered  my  mother 
and  I  needed  some  support  afterwards. 

I  went  out  for  a  drive  with  my  dad  and 
he  said,  “I  really  like  Mary.  I  think  she’s 
a  second  daughter  and  I  hope  to  know  her 
more.  I  don’t  understand  your  relation¬ 
ship  but  I  accept  it.’.  Then  he  paused  a 
minute  and  said,  “Well,  on  second  thought 
I  don’t  understand  what  women  see  in 
men.  I  can’t  see  how  they  love  men,  and 
I  don’t  understand  how  men  love  other 
men.  But  maybe  I  can  understand  how 
you  could  love  a  woman.”  That  made  up 
for  the  whole  horrible  night.

He  said  he  sees  so 
many  people  who  never  loved  one  an¬ 
other  from  the  very  beginning  that  he  can 
only  hope  that  his  children  understand 
teh  value  of  love.  He  didn’t  care  who  we 
learned  this  with,  as  long  as  we  under¬ 
stood  what  love  meant.  Therefore,  he 
was  very  happy  for  me  that  I  loved 
somebody. 
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NONA:  I  find  a  generation  gap  with  my 
mother.  She’s  a  very  strong,  fighting,  rad¬ 
ical  woman.  When  I  was  in  grade  school, 
she  told  me  about  sex,  before  any  of  my 
friends  found  out.  She  told  me  about 
fucking.  The  man  has  a  penis,  you  know? 
Not  the  birds  and  the  bees.  She  told  me 
about  everything,  but  also  about  perver¬ 
sions— sixty-nine,  and  intercourse  and 
homosexuality. 

MICHELE:  (shocked)  At  the  age  of  seven??!' 

NONA:  In  grade  school.  She  fold  me  that 
most  women  are  not  virgins  when  they 
get  married.  If  you  want  to  get  married, 
live  with  him  for  six  months  first  and 
make  sure  you  are  sexually  compatible. 

WHISTLES  OF  SURPRISE 

ELI:  What  did  she  tell  you  about  love? 

NONA:  Um,  I  don’t  know. 

MICHELE:  Did  she  tell  you  that  sex  felt 
good,  or  was  it  just  something  to  have 
kids  by? 

NONA:  It  was  good.  It  was  an  enjoyable 
thing  and  it  wasn’t  to  make  babies. 

ANN:  How  did  you  handle  this  when  she 
told  you? 

NONA:  How  does  a  kid  handle  learning 
about  the  fact  that  adults  do  something? 

ELI:  Know  how  I  handled  it?  1  was  totally 
freaked  out  and  for  a  year  or  so,  the  only 
way  Lcould  relate  to  adults  who  were  in 
couples  was,  “My  God.  that  man  sticks 
his  penis  in  her  vagina!”

ANN:  I  used  to  see  mothers  walking  with 
their  kids  in  the  supermarket  and  say.

Then  there’s  always  kids  who  say,  “My  dad¬ 
dy  doesn’t  do  that  to  my  mommy.  No 
way.” 

JERI:  I  thought  people  did  it  on  the  toilet. 


Those  were  the  parts  of  the  body  I  asso¬ 
ciated  with  the  bathroom. 

LAUGHTER 

ANN:  Do  you  find  that  you  have  problems 
now? 

PROLONGED  HYSTERIA 

SUE:  My  mother  never  told  me  anything. 

I’m  28  and  she  doesn’t  even  know  I  have 
my  period  yet! 

MORE  LAUGHTER 

JAN:  What  about  the  love  part?  Did  any¬ 
one’s  parents  ever  talk  about  love?  That’s 
what  parents  seem  to  have  the  most 
trouble  understanding  when  we  tell  them 
we’re  Lesbians. 

SHARON:  My  mother  locked  me  in  the  bath 
room  with  some  books  and  said,  “Read 
them.”  She  never  mentioned  sex  between 
adults.  I  didn’t  find  out  till  I  was  hope¬ 
lessly  old. 

JAN:  But  what  about  the  whole  feeling  be¬ 
hind  it  all?  I  think  it’s  common  with  that 
generation  not  to  talk  about  things  that 
deal  with  emotions. 

SHARON:  She  said  you  have  to  have  love 
to  have  a  marriage.  You  meet  this  one 
guy  and  in  about  ten  seconds  you  imme¬ 
diately  know  that  it’s  true  love.  Your 
heart  will  start  pounding.  You  will  never 
fall  out  of  love  with  him.

You  don’t  marry  for 
anything  except  love.  Not  compatability, 
not  money,  not  anything.  It  really  seem¬ 
ed  strange  then,  because  my  parents  al¬ 
ways  fought  terribly. 

KAREN:  (mocking)  “When  you  fall  in  love, 
you  know  it.” 

CATHY:  My  mother  told  me  the  same 
thing;  but  when  I  told  her  I  was  in  love 
with  a  woman  she  said,  “How  do  you 
know  it’s  love?’.’ 

SHARON:  If  I  ever  told  her  that  I  was  in 
love  with  a  woman  and  that  I  wanted  to 
spend  my  whole  life  with  her  and  that  it 
happened  in  ten  seconds,  I  don’t  think 
she’d  take  it  seriously. 

SIM:  My  mother  brought  me  and  my  sister 
up  by  herself,  without  a  man  in  the  house. 
When  I  was  about  13.  I  used  to  hang 
around  with  guys.  It  was  jusi  natural  for 
me.  My  mother  thought,  “She’Ll  grow 
out  of  this  stage.”  By  the  time  I  got  into 
high  school,  she  started  to  wonder  and 
asked  me,  “Do  you  have  any  female 
friends?  You  should  hang  around  with 
females.  You  hang  around  with  boys  and 
you’ll  get  a  reputation.”  When  1  got  into 
college,  I  had  a  lot  of  female  friends  and 
they  all  started  calling  my  house  and 
coming  to  see  me.  Then  my  mother 
started  wondering  and  she  said,  “What 
happened  to  your  boy  friends?  Where  are 
they?  I  mean,  why  females?  You  don’t 
need  them.” 

LAUGHTER 

SUE:  Just  tell  her  it’s  the  flip  side  of  when 
you  were  13.  , 
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SIM:  I  guess  I  should  tell  her  I’m  gay.  See,  I 
have  an  older  sister  who’s  married,  has  a 
house,  three  kids  and  a  loving  husband 
who’s  in  business  for  himself.  From  the 
whole  family,  I’m  .getting,  “Why  aren’t 
you  like  your  sister?”  My  grandmother 
says,  “I’m  gonna  take  out  an  ad  in  the 
paper  for  you.  I’m  gonna  find  you  a  hus¬ 
band.  I  don’t  care  how  old  he  is  or  what 
kind  of  person  he  is.”  She  told  my  mo¬ 
ther  she  wished  I’d  come  home  pregnant. 

JERI:  How  old  are  you? 

SIM:  23. 

JERI:  Why  don’t  you  just  tell  your  mother 
you’re  a  Lesbian? 

SIM:  For  the  simple  reason  that  if  I  do  tell 
her,  she’ll  say,  ‘You  have  thirty  seconds 
to  get  the  hell  out  of  that  door  and  I 
don’t  want  to  see  you  again.”  At  which 
point,  I  have  a  trampoline  under  my 
window  and  she  throws  out  my  clothes, 
my  T.V.,  my  stereo,  my  records,  every¬ 
thing. 

JAN:  Are  you  sure  she’ll  react  that  way?

What’s  In  A  Name? 

For  some  reason  or  other.  I’ve  recently 
dredged  up  out  of  the  cluttered  intellec¬ 
tual  wastebasket  which  is  my  substitute 
for  a  mind  the  old  children’s  jingle  “sticks 
and  stones  may  break  my  bones,  but  names 
can  never  hurt  me.”  We’ve  had  altogether 
too  much  gay  bone-breaking  around  here 
in  recent  weeks,  and  I’m  as  buffaloed  as 


anybody  else  concerning  what  can  be  done 
about  it.  I  hope  that  the  newly  formed 
Gay  Defense  League  can  come  up  with 
some  fresh  ideas. 

Nevertheless,  the  old  adage  is  wrong. 
Words  can  hurt,  more  lastingly  than  sticks 
and  stones.  Names  stereotype,  they  force 
acceptance  of  an  identity  and  a  self-image 
which  we  know  is  inadequate,  incomplete, 
even  inhuman:  but  which  sometimes, 
alone,  we  are  powerless  to  resist.  Thus 
ethnic  stereotypes  echoing  with  vicious 
resonance  as  the  Boston  schools  open  for 
another  year,  laid  onto  kids  who  might 
otherwise  get  along  fine  with  each  other. 
Thus  stereotypes  about  women,  and  about 
people  of  a  different  social  class  or  poli¬ 
tical  persuasion  or  economic  status  or 
religious  belief.  Thus  also  the  litany  of  gay 
opprobrium:  “fag,”  “dyke,”  “queer,” 
“pansy,”  “fruit.”  Or  the  limp-wrist  set  or 
the  Middlesex  regiment  or  what  have  you. 

In  the  last  year  I’ve  acquired  a  number 
of  new  names:  the  elder  statesman  of  the 
Boston  gay  community  (ageist  label,  that!), 
its  Adlai  Stevenson,  its  A.  J.  Muste,  its 
philosopher-in-residence,  and  the  straight- 
est  gay  in  Boston.  I’ve  also  heard  myself 
called  a  fucking  faggot,  garbage,  Hell¬ 
hound,  a  filthy  pervert,  and  similar  en¬ 
dearing  terms.  I  haven’t  been  particularly 
impressed  with  any  of  these  names,  partly 
because  I’m  old  enough  to  know  who  I  am 
inside  and  secure  in  that  cluster  of  iden¬ 
tities.  Also,  I  tend  to  get  either  puzzled 
or  highly  annoyed  with  the  damn-fool  idiots 
who  have  the  consummate  nerve  to  dare 
try  to  put  me  down  because  I’m  gay. 

(“Off  with  their  heads!”  cried  the  Queen.) 

The  labelling  process  is  harder  for  the 
young  to  resist,  however,  as  Zev  Meyerson, 
President  of  Boston  Gay  Youth,  has  elo¬ 


quently  pointed  out  in  a  recent  GCN 
article  (Vol.  II  no.  10).  The  high  school 
gav,  victim  of  intense  peer  pressure,  con¬ 
cerned  whether  he  or  she  will  ever  be 
anybody  and  what  to  be  anyway,  often 
has  nowhere  to  turn  for  defenses.  At  such 
a  time,  names  can  force  one  to  either  of 
two  unhealthy  extremes:  you  retreat  into 
a  kind  of  shell  by  letting  fear  of  other 
people's  homophobia  define  you,  or  you 
grab  onto  a  flamingly  gay  life-style  because 
it  is  seemingly  the  only  attainable  identity 
around.  There  are  those  who  argue  that 
blatent  is  better  than  latent.  But  in  either 
case,  the  outside  naming  defines  an  inner 
identity,  not  the  other  way  about. 

I  respectfully  disagree,  however,  with 
Mr.  Meyerson’s  implication  that  the 
counsel  of  gays  other  than  his  contempo¬ 
raries  is  of  little  or  no  help  to  the  young 
gay  working  through  problems  of  self¬ 
definition  and  self-acceptance.  Hundreds 
of  gay  examples  from  the  Greeks  onward 
offer  persuasive  evidence  to  the  contrary. 
Most  commonly,  I  think,  we  clarify  and 
extend  our  own  experience  through  our 
encounters  with  those  who  are  somewhat 
different  from  ourselves.  To  run  only 
with  those  who  are  just  like  us  is  stulti¬ 
fying  on  the  long  run.  Whatever  may  be 
said  of  schools  of  fish,  humans  need 
diversity  to  grow. 

We  need  to  develop  habits  and  ways  of 
relating  to  each  other  across  lines  of  gene¬ 
ration  and  gender  and  ethnicity  and  life¬ 
style.  Only  then  can  we  build"  that  com¬ 
munity  whose  name  we  take  in  vain  so 
often;  only  then  can  we  find  the  identity 
which  protexts  us  from  the  names  which 
'  hurt.  For  as  a  community,  we  acknowledge 
only  two  common  labels:  our  name  is  Gay, 
and  our  name  is  Legion.

Sargent  is  the  only  state-wide  Republi¬ 
can  candidate  to  have  offered  the  issue  of 
gay  rights  such  strong  support.  Lt.  Governor 
Donald  R.  Dwight’s  position  is  unknown, 
and  Sen.  John  M.  Quinlan,  Republican  nom¬ 
inee  for  Secretary  of  State,  has  consistently 
voted  against  gay  rights  legislation.  Con¬ 
versely,  Reps.  Thomas  P.  O’Neill  III  and 
Paul  H.  Guzzi,  respective  Democratic  nom¬ 
inees  for  the  positons,  have  been  on  record 
as  in  support  of  the  issue  for  some  time. 

On  certain  issues  of  peripheral  interest 
to  the  gay  community,  there  still  appear, 
however,  to  be  some  differences  between 
the  two  major  candidates.  Sargent  signed  a 
strict  anti-pornography  bill  in  May,  spon¬ 
sored  by  Atty.  Gen.  Robert  Quinn,  over 
the  vigorous  protests  of  the  Civil  Liberties 
Union  of  Massachusetts.  Dukakis  has  stated 
that  the  only  anti-pornography  legislation 
which  should  be  on  the  books  is  tht  which 
would  prevent  offensive  public  advertising, 
and  prohibit  distribution  of  obscenity  to 
minors. 

On  the  issue  of  abortion,  the  differences 
are  considerably  cloudier.  Although  both 
men  say  that  they  are  opposed  to  a  consti-

tutional  amendment  prohibiting  abortions, 
the  recently  enacted  Right-to-Life  anti¬ 
abortion  bill  apprently  had  both  candidates’ 
support.  Dukakis  stated  that  he  would  have 
signed  the  bill,  after  making  several  protect¬ 
ive  changes.  Sargent  vetoed  the  bill  while 
the  Legislature  was  in  its  last  two  days  of 
work,  and  returned  it  to  the  legislature, 
where  it  was  overwhelmingly  overridden. 
The  National  Organization  for  Women  had 
urged  Sargent  not  to  sign  the  bill  (pocket 
veto),  and  let  it  die.  This  procedural  man¬ 
euver  on  the  part  of  Sargent  was  seen  as  an 
indication  of  his  desire  to  have  the  anti¬ 
abortion  bill  become  law,  but  to  be  able  to 
blame  the  legislature  for  it. 

One  Democratic  legislator,  remarking  on 
the  recent  developments,  said,  “If  Sargent 
was  so  gung-ho  gay,  why  did  it  take  him  so 
long  to  tell  everyone?  Furthermore,  if  you 
people  (gays)  really  want  to  see  your  bills 
passed,  you’d  be  smart  not  to  elect  a  Re¬ 
publican  Governor  while  your  bills  have  to 
go  through  a  Democratic  legislature.  They 
just  might  kill  the  bills  to  spite  Sargent.” 

A  Republican  member  of  the  House, 
however,  said,  “This  shows  tht  the  Gover¬ 
nor  is  sincere,  and  that  you  (gays)  can 
count  on  support  from  both  parties.  Good 
issues  cross  party  lines.” 

The  local  gay  rights  movement  has  ap¬ 
parently  snowballed  considerably  over  the 
last  year,  and  the  only  question  unanswered 
is  that  of  the  state’s  vapidly  anti-gay  forces, 
who  do  not  appear  to  have  a  major  state¬ 
wide  candidate  for  high  office  on  their  side. 
Both  Dukakis  and  Sargent  have  been  en¬ 
dorsed  by  their  conservative  primary  op¬ 
ponents,  and  many  are  watching  now  for 
defections  from  both  parties  based  on  the 
pro-gay  momentum.
